<Zx H AR LES by che Grace of God King of Enz}:nd, Scotland, France and Ireland, Defender of 
the Faith, &c To all Our loving Subjects of England and lieland, Greeting, We ta- 
ung notice by the Pnfozmation of the Lozds and Commons now Aſſembled in Par⸗ 
£8 $<24 liament, That after the vaſt expenſe of Bloud and Treaſure foꝛ the ſuppzeſſing of the 
tes or that Our Kingdom, deeply guilty of that Rebellion, who have of late bzoke 
Sun 1tjntonw Acts of Foꝛtce and Uiolence, ſome Murthcring, Robbing and Deſpoil- 
ing ſeveral of Our Engliſh Pꝛoteſtant Subjects there planted, and others of them by fozce Entring up- 
on, and diſquieting the poſſeſſions of ſeveral Adventurers and Souidters there, to the great and mant- 
feſt diſtirbance and hinderance of Our Engliilh Plantation. And being very ſenſible of the innocent 
bloud of ſo many thouſands of Our Enxitſh Pꝛoteſtant Subjects, fozmerly lain by the hands of thoſe 
barbarous Rebels, and of new miſchiefs of the ſame kind likely to fall cut, as the ſad iſſue and conſe- 
quents of ſo unhappy beginings. Do therefoze, by the advice of theſaid Lozds and Commons, now 
aſſembled, aſwell to teſtify Our utter abhozring of the ſaid late Rebellion, as to pꝛe vent the like foꝛ the 
future; and fo2 the p:eſent eſtabliſhment of the peace of that Our Kingdom, hold it Our duty to God 
and the whole Pꝛoteſtant Intereſt, to command, publiſh and declare, end do by this Our Pꝛoclama⸗ 
tion accoꝛdingly command, publiſh and declare, That all Iriſh Rebels (other than ſuch as by Articles 
have liberty to reſide in theſe Our Domintons, aud have not ſince fozfeited the benefit thereof) now re- 
maining in, oꝛ which hereafter ſhall reſozt to England oz Ireland, be fozthwith appꝛehended and p:ocecded 
againſt as Rebels and Traitoꝛs accozding to Laiv, And that the Adventurers and Souldiers, and 
other Our Subjects in lreland, their Heirs, Executozs, Adminiltratozs and Alligns, who on the firſt day 
of jawary laſt paſt were in the poſſeſſion of any of the Pannozs, Caltles, Houſes, Lands, Tenements oz 
hereditaments of any the ſad Jriſh Rebels, ſhall not be diſfurb?d in ſuch their poſſeſſions, untill we, 
by the Advice of the Loꝛds and Commons now aſſembled as afozeſaid, oꝛ ſuch Parliament as we ſhall 
call in England 02 ireland, (all take further Ozder, oꝛ that they be Legally evicted by due courſe of Law: 
And all Dar Juſtices of peace, Mayors, Sherifs, and other Officers both Civil and Military, both in 
England and ireland, are hereby required to be aiding and aſſiſting in the execution of this Dur Pꝛoclama⸗ 


tion, as often as occaſion ſhall require. bs
